Washington, June 8.—In marked cori 
trast with the excitingf incidents at- 
teriding* the bitter strug’gles of the clos­ 
ing hours of the session, Speaker Hen­ 
derson laid down his gavel at 
five 
o’clock Thursday afternoon at the con­ 
clusion of one of the most picturesque 
s6enes which has ever occurfed in the 
hall of representatives. Party passion 
and 
personal 
rancor, 
which 
have 
brought the house to the brink of ac­ 
tual riot several times during the pre­ 
ceding 48 hours, gave way in the clos­ 
ing half hour to good fellowship which 
found vent in a palriotic outburst that 
stirred the crowded galleries to 
the 
highest pitch of enthusiasm. During a 
brief recess taken within .^0 minutes 
of the time fixed for the final adjourn­ 
ment to give the president an opportu­ 
nity to aflix his signature to the bills 
that were being rushed to him for ap­ 
proval a group of members, led by Mr. 
Mercer (Neb.). Mr. Ball (Tex.), Mr. 
Fitzgerald (Mass.) and Mr. Tawney 
(Minn.), congregated in the area to the 
left of the speaker’s rostrum and began 
singing patriotic airs. 


The galleries were banked to the 
doors. 
“Columbia, Gem of the Ocean,” 
“Auid Lang Syne,” “The Red, White 
and Blue” successively rang out. As 
the singing proceeded members joined 
the group until, without regard to age 
or partj-, the entire membership of the 
house joined in the choruses. The spec­ 
tators in the galleries applauded each 
song until the strains of “Dixie” filled 
the hall. Then their unbounded enthu­ 
siasm broke out in wild cheers. But 
the enthusiasm “Dixie” evoked was not 
to be*compared with the remarkable 
ilenionstration which followed when, in 
a clear, -ringing tenor, Mr. Fitzgerald 
(Mass.) started the national anthem 
with the inspiring words: 
“Through 
the dawn’s early light.” In an instant 
all the men, women and children in the 
galleries were on their feet, joining in 
the singing. The mighty chorus from 
thousands of 
throats 
reverberated 
through the hall, making the pulses 
leaj) and the blood tingle. 
It was a 
magnificent and soul-inspiring specta­ 
cle. The ladies kept time to the rhythm 
of the music witli their handkerchiefs 
and the men beat the measure with 
their hands. The sjicaker, pausing as 
he entered the hall, raised his voice also. 
The excitement produced by the scene 
overcame a white-haired old man in 
one of the public galleries, and \vhen 
the song ceased he jumped upon his 
Feat and shouted: “That is the song of 
the angels of Heaven.” He was plainly 
a crank, but as he showed a disposi­ 
tion to harangue the house he was 
quickly ejected. 


After Speaker Henderson had made a 
g'raceful farewell speech thanking the 
members for their courtesy and had 
declared the house adjourned the mem­ 
bers testified to his popularity by sing 
ing “For He Is a .lolly Good Fellow,” 
and the newspaper correspondents in 
the press gallery 
celebrated 
their 
emancipation from the burdens of con­ 
gress by singing the “Doxology.” 


H ouse Y ields lu the Senate. 


The principal feature of the closing 
day in the house was the reversal of its 
action Wednesday night in 
turning 
down the conferees on the naval bill 
by yielding to the item relating to 
ocean surveys. 
Over night the senti­ 
ment of the house underwent a com­ 
plete change and the members voted by 
a large majority to accept outrighi the 
senate amendment, which goes much 
further than the compromise which the 
conferees offered 
Wednesday night. 
The new conferees, led by Mr. Cannon, 
w’ho had brought In 
a 
compromise 
which they considered more satisfac­ 
tory, were ignominiously pus’hed aside. 
I t was a distinct victory for the old con­ 
ferees, Messrs. Foss (111.), Dayton (W. 
Va.) and Cummings (N. Y.). The other 
feature of the closing day was 
the 
course of Mr. Lentz (O.) in blocking 
unanimous consent legislation. 
For 
three days he has objected to bills be­ 
cause the majorty would not allow' the 
testimony in the Coeur d’Alene inves­ 
tigation to be printed, and he main­ 
tained his position to the end. 
His 
action caused many heartaches. 
He 
only relented when bills behind which 
lurked possible votes in tho 
coming 
campaign were brought up. On sucli 
occasions he gracefully sidestepped 
and allowed them to go through. 


Senate. 


Washington, .Tune 8.—For the senate 
Thursday was a day of waiting. The 
naval appropriation bill—the stum ­ 
bling block to final 
adjournment— 
could not be agreed to by the conferees 
of the two houses, and the disagree­ 
ment was reported to the senate earl^v 
in the day. The report was accepted, 
but the senate refused to request an­ 
other conference, afthough Senator 
Hale expressed the belief that an agree­ 
ment might be reached. There was an 
evident disposition on the part of the 
genate to make trouble if the conferees 
Bhould recede from the senate amend-

At three o*cioek, after aeveriil 
re* 
cesses had been taken, it became known 
to the senate that the house had con­ 
curred in the senate amendments re­ 
maining in controversy, and soon after­ 
wards the house resolution providing* 
for final adjournnr.ent was passed, an 
amendment fixing the hour 
at 
five 
o’clock, June 7. It was not unt^^l 4:40, 
80 minutes before the hour fixed for 
adjournment, that the president prc 
tempore of the senate. Senator Frye, 
announced his signature to the /laval 
bill. W4th Some otlier medSlires it waS 
liurried to the president, who was in 
w’aiting in his room in the capitol, and 
was signed by him a few minutes Ic-ter, 


The concluding hour of the session 
was purely a social session. No business 
beyond the adoption of the customary 
resolution of thanks to the chair (Sen­ 
ator Frye) 
was accomplished. 
In 
acknowledgment of the compliment 
Senator Frye delivered a brief and 
graceful speech, which W’as receded 
with cordial applause throughout the 
chamber. 


The conclusion of the work of the 
senate was quiet and perfunctory, a t­ 
tended by no exciting scenes such as 
are often incident to the close of a ses­ 
sion, and when the gavel fell finally'ex­ 
pressions of relief and gladness were 
heard from all senators. 


STORMS CAUSE RUIN. 


Great Dnmnice by W ind an d R ain 
P oin ts In In d ian a an d 
K anaae. 


Lafayette, Ind., June 8.—A fearful 
storm of wind and rain struck this vi­ 
cinity Thursday, lasting for two hours. 
The damage to streets will amount to 
several thousand dollars. The Wabash, 
Big Four and Lake Erie roads sutt’ered 
great damage west and south of the 
city by washouts of track, bridges and 
culverts. It is estimated the loss to the 
above roads will reach $10,000 or $15,000. 
South of the city the damage to farms 
is heavy, growing crops being literally 
driven into the ground, while thou­ 
sands of acres are covered, with water. 
No estimate of the loss in the county 
can be given at this hour.

The main business sec­ 
tion of the city is about five blocks 
from the mill, and over this interven­ 
ing territory the llames spread fierce­

of the churches. The loss is estimated

The dispatch goes on to say: “One 
hundred and eighty British marines, 
with a machine gun, are about to force 
a passage from Tlen-Tsin to Peking. 
Altogether about 900 British have been 
landed from the fleet, a greater num ­ 
ber than have landed from the com­ 
bined vessels of the other powers. This 
evidence of.Great Britain’s intention 
t« assert her position strongly gives 
great satisfaction here.”

THE BOAT IS NOW A PALACE. 


M IC H IG A N . 


C h ief Enorineer M cC lu re H a s Been 


On the Lakes and Rivers for 


Forty Years, 


The steBmer City of Chica(?o of the 
Oraham & Morton line has always been 
considered one of the finest boats on 
the chain of lakes, When the an- 
noundement was made last winter ^hat 
%he steamer was being rebuilt and im­ 
proved there were many skeptical ex­ 
pressions heard and now and then some 


9ld salt would break away with the re­ 
mark that President Graham 
was 
Ifoing to “spoil” “TheCity.” 


The Graham & Morton company 
owns the City of Chicago, the City of 
Milwaukee and the City of Louisville 
and yet all the old timers here always 
refer to the Chicago as “The City,’ 
and the other old timers who hear the 
remark know which of the 
three 
steamers the first o. t. is talking about. 
The Chicago was the first steamer to 
come here with the “City” prefix to 
its name and that accounts for the ex 
pression which doesn’t mean anything 
to the new comer but is like a pleasant 
memory to the old resident. 


* 
But theXhicago has been repaired 
and she is not “spoiled.” Her appear­ 
ance is so much improved that her 
most ardent friends can scarcely recog­ 
nize her. There is as much ditterence 
in the City of Chicago of this year and 
the Chicago of last year as there is be­ 
tween a rough and a polished diamond. 
There are more sleeping rooms, a 
vaudeville stage, and carrying room 
for 500 more passengers. Last year the 
steamer was licensed to carry 1,500 
passengers, this year the number has 
been increased to 2,000. 


The steamer was built ten years ago. 
During these ten years she has made 
thousands of miles and for nine years at 
every revolution of the large side 
wheels the boat would give a lurch for­ 
ward just after the center of the crank 
was passed. This 
year 
when 
the 
sceamer went out this lurch was lost 
and she runs as smooth an J steady as It 
is possible to drive a steamer with a 
propeller wheel. This happy result 
cannot really be accounted for. 


Chief Engineer McClure, who has 
been with the steamer ever since she 
was built, believes that In the rebuild­ 
ing jhe weight has been distributed so 
that the steamer is given a perfect 
motion. She does not set in the water 
just the same as she did before the 
overhauling and the engineer says that 
the boat now requires less coal to make 
her run across the lake than ever 
before. 
♦ ♦ 


Engineer McClure Is one of the best 
mechanics and machinists on the lakes. 
He knows every sound of the big 
engine and never allows anything to 
fret out of repair. He has sailed on the 
akes and the Detroit river since '61 
and believes that the Chicago is the 
fastest fresh water steamer afloat. He 
says that the lake steamers will never 
lival in speed the ooean steamers as 
ealt water acts as a lubricator and 
offers less resistance than fresh water. 


Mr. McClure was engineer on the 
Keewanee, a sldewheel boat which 
earned the first settlers to Dulubh 
in ’68. 


The rooms of the clerk, chief engi­ 
neer and ocner officers are now located 
in the “basement” of the forward end 
of the boat. Mr. McClure has a graph- 
ophone in his room and there enter­ 
tains his friends, and nearly all the 
pa'tisenurers are hU friends. He has an 
excellent machine and produces some 
of the finest music ever heard. 


Capt. llussell is proving a worthy 
successor to Capt. McIntosh, the vet­ 
eran mariner, and every man on tbe 
Chicago is head over ears in love with 
the steamer with the single exception 
of Mate Louie Bussey, who 
often 
wishes he was back on the Louisville. 
Louie sailed on the Louisville so long 
that he thinks she is the best steamer 
that was ever put a 11 oat. 


Clerk Will Hancock, who has been 
Immortalized by one of Ben King’s 
poems, and who escaped death on the 
Chlcora on account of a belated train, 
looks as slick in his new uniform as 
does the steamer herself. 


Tomorrow afternoon will be a public 
holiday in Detroit, on account of the 
visit of Admiral Dewey.
